Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: This is a summary of the substance of a series of telephonic conversations the last 
of which took place on April 16 th 2008. Initially, Applicant's Representative noted that, in the latest Office Action 
mailed on March 24 , 2008, with regards to the 35 U.S. C. 103 rejection of at least claim 5 over Kotaki and Adams 
(U.S. Patent No. 7,023,487), a third reference (Atkinson) was used in the Response to Arguments to support the 
appropriateness of the standing rejection. The pertinent limitations of the claim involve calculating feature values of 
pixel micro regions having a pixel of interest at a center and binarizing the feature values of the micro regions. In the 
Office Action, Atkinson was used to teach that it is well known in the art to use the term "feature value " to refer to a 
group of contiguous pixels having similar values. Thus it was argued that since Kotaki divided the image into NxN- 
pixel sections, those contiguous sections could be interpreted as feature values 'calculated' from the image pixels. 
Applicant's Representative first submitted that in order to be relied upon, Atkinson should be included in the rejection 
of the claims. However, the Examiner insisted its use was merely to show that, although Kotaki does not explicitly 
state it, one of skill in the art would recognize Kotaki's teaching as the specific term in the claim. Applicant's 
Representative further submitted that Atkinson's definition of a feature value, although a valid one, is not taught 
(implicitly or explicitly) by Kotaki. Specifically, that Atkinson defines a feature value as a set of contiguous having 
similar values, but Kotaki's divided NxN-pixel regions, although contiguous, do not necessarily share any similar 
values. The Examiner conceded that the definition appeared to be contradictory. However, the Examiner insisted 
that even without using such a definition, because the claim does not explicitly define 'a feature value', it is perfectly 
reasonable to interpret Kotaki's NxN window as the micro region centered about a pixel of interest, and the brightness 
values of the pixels (which are calculated by the A/D converter) as feature values. Applicant's Representative 
reiterated that the feature values of the present invention are not the actual pixel values. Finally, the Examiner 
agreed that Kotaki does not appear to teach calculating feature values as defined in the specification and described 
by Applicant's Representative, but advised that unless the actual definition is explicitly included in the claims, the 
rejection over Kotaki is still proper .
